If you called a StubHub customer service line from 
a cell or cordless phone between January 27, 2011 
and February 1, 2012 while you were in California 
and spoke to a StubHub customer-service agent, 
you could get money from a class action settlement. 

A proposed settlement has been reaehed in a class action lawsuit claiming that StubHub, Inc. 
violated California law by recording and monitoring telephone calls made to its customer- 
service lines without informing callers that the call may be recorded or monitored. StubHub 
has denied the claims, but agreed to settle the lawsuit to avoid the costs and uncertainty of 
litigation. 

Who’s Included? The settlement includes everyone that called a StubHub customer-service 
line from a cellular or cordless telephone—while they were located within the State of 
California—and spoke to a StubHub customer-service agent any time between (1) January 
27,2011 and March 7,2011, and (2) March 8,2011 and February 1,2012 (“Class Members”). 
What Does the Settlement Provide? If the settlement receives final approval, Class Members who 
submit a valid Claim Form will receive between $20 and $400 payment based on the date they called 
a StubHub customer-service line and the total number of valid claims submitted. 

How Do You Get Benefits? You must submit a valid Claim Form by June 13, 2014. Claim 
Forms may be printed from www.StubHubSettlement.com or obtained by calling 1-866- 
893-8380 or by writing to StubHub Claims Administrator, PO Box 43249, Providence, RI 
02940-3249. 

Your Other Options. If you do nothing you will be bound by the Court’s decisions and you 
will not get a settlement payment. If you do not want to be legally bound by the settlement 
and keep your right to sue StubHub for any claim resolved by this lawsuit, you must exclude 
yourself from it. The deadline to exclude yourself is June 13, 2014. If you exclude yourself, 
you cannot get a payment from the settlement. If you stay in the settlement, you may object 
to it by June 13,2014. More information is in the class notice and Settlement Agreement and 
Release available at www.StubHubSettlement.com. 

The Court’s Fairness Hearing. The San Francisco Superior Court will hold a hearing in 
this case at 9:30 a.m. on July 22, 2014 in Department 302 to consider whether to grant 
final approval to the settlement, including a request for attorneys’ fees up to 30% of the 
total settlement amount and costs. You may appear at the hearing, but you do not have to. 
You may also hire your own attorney, at your own expense, to appear or speak for you at 
the hearing. The time and date of the final approval hearing is subject to change. The final 
hearing date will be available at www.StubHubSettlement.com.

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Flay Away at the Gays 
—Unless They Pay 

How hotel developer Timothy Busch became a conservative, Catholic business hero and a Santa Barbara LGBT friend

O n a brisk April evening in Santa 

Barbara, hundreds of LGBT activ¬ 
ists and allies crowded under the 
lights of an artificial Paris, their party 
backdropped by a towering replica of 
the Eiffel Tower. As the guests ate and 
mingled, muscular male performers clad 
in boxer briefs and body paint danced for 
the crowd, happily posing for pictures 
under the resplendent lights of five disco 
balls. Outside, stilt walkers wove their way 
through donors looking to get some air 
under the night sky and strings of lights 
hung specifically for the event. 

It was—yes—a gay old time for the 
Pacific Pride Foundation’s third-annual 
Royal Ball, the Santa Barbara nonprofit’s 
largest fund-raiser of the year, and it raised 
hundreds of thousands for the organiza¬ 
tion’s outreach and service programs. Only 
one thing was odd: the venue. The Royal 
Ball was hosted at the Bacara Resort and 
Spa, a gorgeous hotel that’s one of the 
crown jewels of the Irvine-based Pacific 
Hospitality Group, an offshoot of the Busch 
Group, helmed by unapologetically anti¬ 
gay, Catholic entrepreneur Timothy Busch. 

How anti-gay? In 2008, Busch donated 
$10,000 to the Yes on Prop. 8 campaign. 
During the 2012 presidential election, he 
donated $80,000 to the Romney campaign 
and $30,800 to the Republican National 
Committee, the same year the Bacara first 
hosted the Royal Ball and the year Pacific 
Hospitality bought the resort. 

“So many people, including those of 
faith, miss the point that [homosexual 
relations] are against the natural law and 
categorically wrong,” Busch told Catholic 
World Report in 2011. “Throughout history, 
any civilization that has embraced open 
homosexuality has failed. Ours will fail, 
too, if we continue in this direction.” 

“Some concerns were actually brought 
up when [Busch] first bought the hotel,” 
says Jason Patton, development director of 
the Pacific Pride Foundation. “It was our 
second year holding the event and our first 
year at Bacara. They didn’t finalize the sale 
until after we had a contract in place.” 

He continues, “But we met with the 
senior management at Bacara, and they 
assured us that they were behind us 100 
percent. Everyone there, from the general 
manager to the senior manager of PR to 
the executive chef has been perfect to us.” 

The fact that a Busch hotel even hosted 
an LGBT event could be a surprise, if sex¬ 
ual orientation weren’t a protected class 
in California. But talking a big faith talk 
while walking the capitalist walk has been 
par for the course for the 59-year-old, 
who has carved out a name for himself in 
conservative Catholic circles as a hero of

sorts: someone who has successfully made 
peace with God and Mammon, the fine 
points be damned. 

A Michigan native, Busch moved to 
Southern California in 1982 to start the 
Busch Firm, a law firm catering to the 
needs of businesses, the obscenely wealthy 
and religious institutions. A decade later, he 
and other Catholic parents in South County 
launched St. Anne School, a private Catho¬ 
lic elementary school in Laguna Niguel not 
affiliated with the Diocese of Orange at the 
time. In 2003, Busch helped to found JSerra 
High School, a Catholic school in San Juan 
Capistrano also out of the governance of the 
Orange diocese, run instead by aboard of 
directors on which he sits. 

Around the time of JSerra’s founding, 
Busch was making bank as Garden Grove 
redeveloped its resort area in an attempt 
to snip money away from Anaheim and 
the Disneyland Resort. In 2000, Garden 
Grove gave away millions of dollars worth 
of land to developers in the guise of hous¬ 
ing and urban development, pushing out 
working-class businesses and residential 
parks. Busch was able to build the Crowne 
Plaza Anaheim Resort and quickly earned 
pickets from workers demanding Busch let 
his employees unionize; it didn’t happen. 
While profiting handsomely from Garden 
Grove’s giveaway, Busch was also active in 
Anaheim politics. He was one of former 
Anaheim Mayor Curt Pringle’s largest 
donors, giving $40,000 to Pringle’s failed 
1998 campaign for State Treasurer. He also 
invested in the former mayor’s lobbying 
firm and leased office space to Pringle for 
his consulting firm. 

As Busch’s wealth grew, so did his com¬ 
mitment to expressing his Catholicism in 
business ventures. His winery, Trinitas 
Cellars based out of Napa Valley, occasion¬ 
ally names its wines after religious figures 
and symbols and prints a blessing on each 
label. One hotel—as well as his corporate 
headquarters—features a chapel that hosts 
Mass. And as Pacific Hospitality grew, on- 
demand porn was driven out of rooms in 
favor of a bible, rosary and crucifix. 

‘You’re catching people at their weak¬ 


est point,” Busch told Life Site News, a 
website run by a Canadian anti-abortion 
organization, about his decision to not 
include porn in his hotels (no word if 
the wifi blocks Tube8). “If they’re single 
and traveling, and they arrive and it’s 10 
o’clock at night, and they see these movies, 
and they’re flipping through it... And I 
don’t know if you’ve ever seen these hotel 
things, but it practically forces you to the 
porn. You can hardly get away from it.” 

The same year he made that statement, 
Busch founded the Napa Institute, an 
organization intended to prepare Catho¬ 
lic leaders to defend their religion in an 
increasingly secular America; it holds 
annual conferences at a Busch hotel in 
Napa Valley. The 2014 version will feature 
far-right favorites such as cardinals Wil¬ 
liam Levada and James Harvey, as well as 
Philadelphia Archbishop Charles Chaput, 
who made national headlines in 2004 for 
suggesting that voting for John Kerry as 
president amounted to sinning. Busch is 
also active with the Magis Institute, which 
argues that science proves the existence 
of God, and Legatus, an organization of 
Catholic CEOs and their spouses founded 
by fellow Michigan arch-Catholic Tom 
Monaghan, founder of Domino’s Pizza. 

But Busch’s zeal to be a Catholic super¬ 
man has occasionally landed him on the 
wrong side of morality. In starting JSerra, 


the school originally sought the advice of 
John Lenihan, a priest who had admitted 
to molesting teenage girls; on the board 
of directors for St. Anne, Busch’s wife, 
Steph, sits alongside John Urell, the man in 
charge of covering up for pedophile priests 
in Orange County for decades. Busch 
helped to fund a KOCE-TV documentary 
about the Orange diocese that gleefully 
pretended its sex-abuse scandal didn’t hap¬ 
pen. And speaking of diddling Catholics: 

In 2011, JSerra Spanish teacher and vol¬ 
leyball coach Ricardo Aldana was arrested 
and charged with molesting a 14-year-old 
student. Months before the arrest, the 
student’s mother claims she contacted the 
school about Aldana, but her concerns fell 
on deaf ears. JSerra is currently facing a 
civil suit over the Aldana affair. 

Busch’s office was contacted for an inter¬ 
view. His assistant, Angela Hoy, returned 
an initial call but has since been unavail¬ 
able. But despite his involvement with the 
Catholic Church, his businesses are still 
doing their part to support the LGBT com¬ 
munity, at least in Santa Barbara. 

“We’re incredibly happy,” Patton says. 
“We’ve had a lot of people come up to us 
to tell us this is the best event we’ve ever 
hosted. Many people call the Royal Ball the 
best party in Santa Barbara.”

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EDDIE QUINDNEZ’S TRANSITIDN FRDM ANAHEIM GANO 
MEMRER TD GDLLEGE GRADUATE HAS DEEN ANYTHING DUT EASY

T he luckiest day of Eddie 

Quinonez’s life just happened 
to arrive on a Friday the 13th. It 
was just after midnight in mid- 
October 2006, and Quinonez, a 
former member of the Anaheim-based 
gang Down Familia de Wicked Soldiers 
(DFWS), had spent the afternoon at a 
local high-school football game with 
some old friends. 

The then-22-year-old Quinonez hadn’t 
been an active member of the gang for 
years. He’d grown out his hair from the 
close gangster shave he used to sport. 


wore clothes that covered his old tattoos, 
and was on his way to graduating from 
Fullerton College. But there’s a saying 
about old gang members: They never 
really leave their barrio. 

After the game ended, Quinonez met 
up with some of his old homies from 
DWFS. Together, they headed to one of 
the places where he used to hang out: an 
alley near where Dogwood Avenue dead¬ 
ends at Interstate 5 in Anaheim. At some 
point, Quinonez began arguing with one 
of his old friends. He tried to leave and 
had just sat down in the driver’s seat of 


his truck when one of his ex-homies con¬ 
fronted him. 

“Give me your fucking truck!” the 
guy demanded. 

Quinonez took the keys out of the igni¬ 
tion. He wasn’t giving up the truck with¬ 
out a fight. The next few minutes were a 
blur. Punching wildly with clenched fists, 
Quinonez landed several blows, break¬ 
ing bones in his own hands. His attacker 
wielded a knife, and by the time Quinonez 
managed to grasp the blade, he’d already 
been stabbed 27 times. Blood spilled from 
cuts to his chest, hands, face and neck. 


“I knew I got stabbed, but I didn’t real¬ 
ize how bad it was,” he recalls. Pulling 
a cell phone from his pocket, he called 
a friend who lived close by, asking her 
to give him a ride to the hospital. Then 
he tried to drive himself to her house. “I 
started feeling dizzy,” he says. “I almost 
went head-on with a car. I passed out and 
woke up with the airbag in my face.” 

Quinonez had just crashed his truck 
into a telephone pole at a nearby park. 
“When I looked into the mirror after 
I crashed, that’s when I saw all the 
blood gushing out of my neck and

hands,” he says. Quietly, feeling his life 
slipping away, he prayed the Hail Mary 
in Spanish: '‘Dios te salve, Maria, llena 
eres de gracia ...” 

Onlookers cautioned him to stay in the 
vehicle, but Quinonez got out, sat on a 
curb and fainted again. Someone took off 
his shirt and, to staunch the flow of blood, 
wrapped it around Quinonez’s punctured 
neck. An ambulance arrived and whisked 
him to UC Irvine Medical Center in 
Orange. He spent 17 hours in a coma and 
eight days in the hospital. An Anaheim 
police detective tried to interview Qui¬ 
nonez about the stabbing, but he refused 
to cooperate with any investigation. The 
crime remains unsolved. 

A s Orange County’s largest city, 
Anaheim faces some of its big¬ 
gest problems, especially when it 
comes to its youngest residents. 
The city internationally known 
as the home of Disneyland, with its cor¬ 
porate brand of childhood innocence, 
had its image shattered in the summer 
of 2012. Controversial officer-involved 
shootings, allegations of police brutality, 
gangs and stark income inequality came 
to a riotous head in downtown Anaheim’s 
streets on July 24, 2012. 

The contradictions sparked self-reflec¬ 
tion, but not much. A Disney-sponsored 


study by the Olin Group reported that 
Anaheim was failing its youth, particu¬ 
larly those between the ages of 13 and 
18, by affording them few programs—or 
places—besides the streets to go to after 
school. Gangs lie in wait for those falling 
through the cracks. “The current number 
of truly active gangs in Anaheim is 25,” 
Anaheim Police Department spokesman 
Lieutenant Tim Schmidt says. In the 
past decade, APD reported a total of 55 
“gang-related” homicides and 20 officer- 
involved shootings that have slugged 
documented gang members. 

It was this dangerous underbelly of 
Orange County, where young lives can 
be ended by endemic gang violence or 
destroyed by lengthy prison sentences, 
that welcomed Eddie Quinonez in 1996, 
when he became a gang member at age 13. 
His run-ins with the law would pipeline 
him into the Orange County Probation 
system, where he was fortunate to be 
exposed to the so-called 8 percent pro¬ 
gram (a county-run intervention system 
focused on the 8 percent of youth deflned 
as repeat offenders) and Los Pinos, a 
minimum-security conservation camp 
nestled in the Cleveland National Forest 
near Lake Elsinore. He credits the two 
with helping him to eventually turn his 
life around. 

Unfortunately, the 8 percent program 
Quinonez benefited from doesn’t exist 
now as it did then. In 2010, specific fund¬ 
ing ended for the program, and it was 
rolled into the APD’s Youth Reporting 
Center partnership, a move that shuttered 
the program’s last two affiliated Youth 
Family Resource Centers. And citing the 
effects of the Great Recession and federal 
funding cuts, Los Pinos also shut down 


that year. The 156-bed facility came to 
an end after 39 years of operation. “The 
trends over the past decade make for grim 
prospects for at-risk youth” in Anaheim, 
observes Gina Peralta of W. Ha 5 rwood 
Burns Institute for Juvenile Justice Fair¬ 
ness & Equity. “Their chances are slim.” 

But Quinonez is proof it can happen— 
although not without a lot of pain. 

orn in 1984 to parents Carlos and 
Cindy, Edward Miguel Quinonez 
grew up in the same Dogwood 
Avenue neighborhood of Anaheim 
where he suffered near-fatal stab 
wounds 22 years later. His father came of 
age in the city’s downtown and became 
a hardcore gang member, only giving up 
the lifestyle after several stints in prison. 
Carlos Sr. didn’t want Eddie and his older 
brother, Carlos Jr., to follow in his foot¬ 
steps. “If I wanted to buy a Pendleton or a 
pair of Nike Cortezes, he wouldn’t let me 
because he knew what that symbolized,” 
Quinonez says. 

But in junior high school, Quinonez 
began dressing the part. The transforma¬ 
tion is evident in his seventh- and eighth- 
grade yearbook photos. The cherubic 
young boy with a smile and a side-part 
haircut is replaced by a young teen with 
a menacing glare and slicked-back hair. 

In high school, he shaved his head, the 
trademark look of a cholo. 

Films about gang life such as American 
Me; Blood In, Blood Out; Boulevard Nights 
and Mi Vida Loca became cult hits in his 
neighborhood in the early 1990s, just as 
such local gangs as DEWS emerged, first 
as a tagging crew, then a criminal street 
gang. Carlos Jr. was already a member 
when Quinonez was “jumped in” with 


his official gang moniker of “Capone.” 

His first encounter with authorities was 
with Fullerton Police at age 14, when he 
was stopped, searched and taken to the 
police station for possessing a knife and 
brass knuckles. 

Gang violence raged throughout 
Southern California throughout the 
1990s, and Anaheim was no exception. It 
was important that neighboring enemy 
gangs saw the presence of DEWS, which 
boasted 60 members at its peak, only 20 
of whom were truly active at any given 
time. The Quinonez family home became 
de facto ground zero for retaliations 
after active members engaged in crimes 
against rivals. “I’d be at my house, posted 
up [or guarding territory] every night,” 
Eddie says. “Rival gangs would always 
pass by.” 

On Mother’s Day 1999, when Quinonez, 
his brother and his father were all behind 
bars, a rival gang drove by the house 
and fired several shots while his mother 
and grandparents were having a party. 
Another time, he nearly perished in a 
drive-by just down the street, where he 
and a fellow DEWS homie were “posted 
up” at a corner. All he remembers is an 
unfamiliar car driving by, someone shout¬ 
ing, “Fuck your neighborhood,” then 
shots ringing out. 

It wasn’t just rivals who had Quinonez 
constantly on alert, however. Because he 
and his brother were known as the main 
cholos with DEWS, there was constant 
heat from the APD’s gang unit as well. 
“We’d get stopped all the time,” he recalls. 
“The gang unit had about a good 15 to 20 
heads at the time. They knew everything 
about me and my brother.”

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When the area wasn’t hot, there 
was a lot of partying at the Quinonez 
house, attended by a constant stream of 
neighborhood girls. School became an 
afterthought. “I didn’t really care about 
it at that time,” Quinonez says. “I was in 
probation school. I just did what I had to 
do. I would just wait for the day to end so 
I could come home to my neighborhood 
because that’s all I cared about.” 

I t’s midmorning at the Independent 
Learning Center at Anaheim High 
School. The program was established 
nearly four years ago to address youth 
at risk of dropping out of high school. 
Outreach counselor Joe Casas opens the 
bottom drawer of his desk to pull out a 
folder. It’s filled with notes, invitations 
and other collected items from his 11-year 
mentorship of Quinonez. He pulls out 
two items: Quinonez’s prom photo and 
a 2002 graduation invitation from Loara 
High School in Anaheim. 

‘T met Eddie when I was working with 
the 8 percent program for the Orange 
County Health Care Agency as a thera¬ 
pist at the time,” Casas says. “Eddie was 
unique in so many ways. His personality 
was that of a curious teenager.” In the 
eyes of Casas, the troubled teen showed 
some promise of being able to take on the 
challenge of leaving gang life behind. The 


two forged a mutual respect. “I saw him 
at his worst,” Casas says. “If anything, 
during that probation time, a lot of seeds 
[of change] were planted.” 

Although Quinonez left probation still 
locked in his old ways, he kept in touch 
with Casas. Negative encounters with 
Anaheim police, juvenile hall, jail and 
even his own homies gradually turned 
him off from a world he once found allur¬ 
ing. In January 1999, Quinonez lost con¬ 
trol of a car he was driving, crashed it and 
fled the scene. An Anaheim police motor¬ 
cycle cop eventually caught up with him. 

“I got arrested in a stolen car I had,” 
he explains. Authorities sent Quinonez 
back to juvenile hall but later transferred 
him to Los Pinos Conservation Camp 
near Lake Elsinore, a minimum-security 
facility. “To be up there was a privilege,” 
Quinonez says. “They had a lot of great 
programs.” He excelled at the camp. “A 
lot of the teachers up at Los Pinos were 
telling me, ‘What are you doing in here? 
You’re a really smart guy.’” 

Some of Quinonez’s changes were 
chronicled a decade ago in a series of arti¬ 
cles by Nick Schou (see “The Wrong Pro¬ 
file,” Oct. 13, 2000). Quinonez already had 
a rap sheet boasting numerous arrests for 
everything from grand theft auto to street 
terrorism. Then, in July 2000, Anaheim 
police raided a house his father rented on 
Harbor Street. They arrested Carlos Sr. 
on weapons charges and jailed him. 

Quinonez came to pack his belongings 
the next day so he could move into his 
mother’s house. Fifteen Anaheim police 
officers barged into Cindy Quinonez’s 
home with guns to perform a probation 
check while he wasn’t there, handcuff¬ 
ing his siblings. When he arrived at the 
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house, police cited him for having a pock- 
etknife, in violation of his gang probation. 
In a complaint filed against the depart¬ 
ment by Cindy Quinonez, she alleged that 
officers threatened her son, saying, “We 
are going to bring you down!” 

A judge agreed with his plea to serve 
a six-month stint at the Santa Ana juve¬ 
nile-detention center. In August of that 
summer, however, Quinonez turned 18, 
so he was transferred to Santa Ana jail, 
where he spent two weeks in the hole, 
was allegedly handcuffed and beaten by 
authorities, braced a race riot—all experi¬ 
ences that made him want to leave gang 
life even further behind. In December, 
a judge released Quinonez ahead of 
schedule, citing his aspirations to get a 
high school diploma, remove his DFWS 
knuckle tattoo, find employment and 
keep away from police. 

At the suggestion of his grandmother, 
he also let his hair grow out. “I was think¬ 
ing there was a bigger picture outside of 
the walls of just gangbanging,” he says. “I 
just lost interest in it. My head was more 
in high school at that time.” 

During a visit with Casas, Quinonez 
proudly showed off his grades at Los 
Pinos. “I always knew you had it in you!” 
he recalls his former counselor saying. 
Quinonez continued to excel and gradu¬ 
ated from Loara High School in Anaheim 
with a 4.0 GPA. 

Quinonez enrolled at Fullerton Col¬ 
lege in 2003 and remained out of trouble 
until he had an inadvertent run-in with 
Anaheim’s gang unit in April of that year. 
Quinonez says he was walking back from 
Wal-Mart with his sister through an alley 
where a group of DFWS gang members 
were being detained by police. A police car 


driven by officer Scott McManus pulled 
up on him. The exchange between the cop 
and Quinonez was less than cordial. 

“Hey, Capone,” McManus allegedly 
called out. “What are you doing in the 
alley?” McManus pointed at the group 
of gang members. “If you weren’t kick¬ 
ing it with them, why didn’t you keep 
walking?” Quinonez responded that 
when he saw the police arrive, he didn’t 
want to get shot like Jeffrey Santelli. (In 
a case of mistaken identity, in February 
2003, McManus had shot Santelli in the 
parking lot of the Garden Grove Crys¬ 
tal Cathedral.) According to Quinonez, 
McManus posed him and his sister next 
to the arrested gang members and took 
several photographs. 

When he went to the police depart¬ 
ment for a probation check-in later that 
month, Quinonez was arrested for asso¬ 
ciating with known gang members based 
on the evidence arranged by McManus. 
He was back at Santa Ana jail facing six 
months. At sentencing, the judge took 
him off gang probation, once again cit¬ 
ing his efforts to turn his life around. 
“When people ask me where I’m from,” 
Quinonez told the Weekly at the time, “I 
say, ‘Nowhere, I ain’t from nowhere.’” 

Gang members from the neighborhood 
didn’t appreciate the sentiment and came 
to “tax” him, roughing him up on two sep¬ 
arate occasions for making that comment. 

I n 2005, the Quinonez family moved 
out of the Dogwood Avenue neighbor¬ 
hood for good. By that time, DFWS 
was a shell of its former self, nearly 
nonexistent, with the last person 
jumped in around 2002, according to

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Quinonez. It’s a conclusion the police 
seem to share. “DFWS is a gang in Ana¬ 
heim but is not currently active/’ says 
Lieutenant Schmidt. “The gang has been 
quiet the last four years.” 

After doing more than three years in 
prison, Carlos Quinonez Jr. followed in 
his little brother’s footsteps and left the 
gang. Quinonez resumed his studies at 
Fullerton College, which is where he was 
studying when he made the mistake of 
returning to the alley in Dogwood with 
people he trusted as friends and paid for 
it with 27 stab wounds. 

Current Anaheim Police Association 
President Kerry Condon was the lead 
detective for the case, but the investiga¬ 
tion resulted in no arrests. “The case was 
closed due to the victim being uncoop¬ 
erative and requesting no prosecution,” 
Lieutenant Schmidt says. 

Much to the surprise of his profes¬ 
sors, the assault caused hardly a blip 
in his school schedule. “I went back to 
school the very next week,” Quinonez 
says. He completed his fall semester, 
finishing his time at junior college the 
next year, readying himself for a transfer 
to Cal State Fullerton. For more than a 
year, he was homeless. “I’d just stay at 


the school library in the study area and 
sleep for a little bit,” Quinonez says. 

He worked part-time for Aramark at 
Angels Stadium and collected financial 
aide, but it wasn’t enough to get by. He 
lived out of his car for a year until it got 
impounded. Then he squatted at vacant 
houses for sale. On occasion, he stayed 
with family in Temecula. 

If anything positive can be said about 
Quinonez’s near-fatal stabbing, it was 
that it united his frayed family. Relations 
between him and his father had been 
nonexistent. “We were estranged for two 


years; we just didn’t see eye-to-eye with 
each other,” Quinonez says. He harbored 
resentments about his father’s time 
away from the family and questioned his 
authority to discipline when he himself 
had been a wayward youth. Carlos Sr. 
had been in and out of jail for drug- 
related offenses as his children grew. 
Sobering up in 1991, he encountered Pas¬ 
tor Phil Aguilar of the Set Free Church 
in Anaheim and became ordained as a 


minister. He relapsed, and following 
more stints behind bars, he was released 
in 2003. 

Father and son were on good terms 
when everyone got together for a 
Labor Day weekend party at Eddie’s 
grandmother’s house in Riverside on 
Sept. 1, 2008. Two years later. Riv¬ 
erside’s Community Police Review 
Commission, a civilian oversight body, 
would issue a detailed public report 
regarding a fatal officer-involved 
shooting at the party shortly before 8 
p.m. A partygoer allegedly saw Carlos 


Sr. taking several shots of tequila. “An 
apparent fight started in the back yard 
between Carlos [Sr.] and Eddie,” the 
report states. “Eddie came into the 
kitchen and said Carlos had hit him.” 

Quinonez never read the 79-page 
report before being asked to review it by 
the Weekly. He doesn’t deny his father 
had been drinking, but “there are dis¬ 
crepancies in here,” he says. “There was 
no fist-fighting. We were just arguing. 


He was drunk.” The report also says that 
Carlos Sr. had struck Quinonez’s sister 
in the stomach after following his son to 
the kitchen. “My sister was pregnant at 
the time,” Quinonez recalls. Everyone 
was trying to calm things down. “[She] 
tripped and fell. He didn’t hit [her] at all. 
The pool was outside. She just got out of 
the pool.” 

Quinonez and his sister left the party, 
but the commotion led neighbors to call 
police. “I wanted to get away,” he says. 
“My friend lives right down the street 
from my grandma’s house. I just went 
there to go chill out.” 

Back at the party, Carlos Sr. contin¬ 
ued to argue with family members. He 
agreed to leave, but not before retrieving 
a duffie bag. Riverside police officers 
James Heiting and Juan Munoz arrived 
on the scene at 8:14 p.m. “The officers 
were approximately 20 feet from Carlos 
when the officers began to tell Carlos to 
stop and put down the bag he was hold¬ 
ing,” the report claims. “Seven witnesses 
saw Carlos pull a long gun from the 
nylon bag.” 

Other witnesses said he racked it, rais¬ 
ing it toward the cops while ignoring 
their commands. Munoz fired first, down¬ 
ing Carlos Sr. on the driveway. According 
to both officers, they again opened fire 
after he raised the sawed-off at them 
another time. 

The Riverside Press-Enterprise ran a 
story about the shooting that noted that 
neighbors saw police drag Carlos Sr.’s 
motionless body, riddled with four bul¬ 
let wounds, toward the middle of the

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street. The commission did a follow-up 
interview with a neighbor who stated 
that Eddie’s father was pulled by his 
feet and that his head appeared to 
strike the street pavement along the 
way. The officer-involved shooting was 
ultimately found to have been justified 
within policy. 

I n the summer of 2010, Quinonez and 
a friend went to Club Envy in Eul- 
lerton’s downtown area. “We weren’t 
even drinking,” he says. “At that time, 
I was really tight on money. We just 
drank soda.” While taking a cigarette 
break outside the club, Quinonez hap¬ 
pened upon Eullerton police officer Ken¬ 
ton Hampton as he performed on a traf¬ 
fic stop. The two exchanged words, and 
Hampton arrested Quinonez, who claims 
the officer slammed his head against 
a wall after handcuffing him. A digital 
audio recorder taped Hampton telling 
his partner he cuffed Quinonez because 
he “was a fucking asshole” who made a 
“fucking smart-ass comment.” 

Hampton would go on to be one of six 
officers present on the infamous night of 
July 5, 2011, when Fullerton police beat 
to death Kelly Thomas. Quinonez filed 
a federal civil-rights lawsuit against the 
Fullerton cops the following year, cit¬ 
ing the fact that, while the pretext for 
his arrest was “public intoxication,” his 
blood-alcohol tests came back at 0.00. 
The city settled the case for $25,000, 
with Quinonez taking less than half 
after attorney fees. He plans to put the 
money to good use. “I’m just going to 
invest it in my education.” 

Last summer, Quinonez finally gradu¬ 
ated from Cal State Fullerton with a 
degree in human services. He plans 
to continue his education in graduate 
school, with the hope of becoming a 
youth counselor, like his mentor Joe 
Casas. The two still faithfully meet every 
December before Christmas and every 
June before school graduation. “The 
same mentality that he had as a gang 
member is the same mentality that it 
takes to survive. It’s just redirected,” 
Casas says, adding that he hopes Qui¬ 
nonez will succeed in becoming a teen 
counselor. “His experiences have been 
lifelong lessons for him, and a lesson is 
never complete until you re-teach it.” 

Y ou’d never guess Quinonez was 
once a gang member. Today, the 
29-year-old looks like an every¬ 
day Chicano with slicked-back 
hair. His left hand is still par¬ 
tially paralyzed and nicked with scars 
from the knife fight. He’s unable to fully 
bend his thumb. Another scar starts at 
the base of his throat and curves out 
toward his ear. 

On an overcast day, we return to his old 
neighborhood. It’s a working class resi¬ 
dential community bookended by Servite 
High School to the east and a high wall 
shielding residents from the noise of the 5 
freeway to the west. There are no dilapi¬ 
dated, densely populated apartment com¬ 
plexes that inhabit other Anaheim bar¬ 
rios. As we cruise through the area once 
claimed by DFWS, Quinonez lifts his pant 
leg to reveal the street name. Dogwood, 
still tattooed in bold. Old English-style 
lettering above his right knee. “I’m trying 


to get it taken off,” he says. 

The neighborhood isn’t nearly as hot 
as it once was. The only graffiti to be 
seen is from taggers marking up an occa¬ 
sional stop sign or brick wall. No DFWS 
placas are visible anywhere. An elotero 
stops his cart on the street for a cus¬ 
tomer hungry for corn. One of the APD’s 
helicopters appears overhead, but it’s on 
its way elsewhere. 

“Back in the day, the cops were always 
around here,” Quinonez remembers. 
“They were always patrolling, pulling us 
over. The cops were always coming to 
our house.” 

That’s where we’re headed next: the 
old Quinonez family home on Fern Street. 

Iron gates wrap around it, with a 
big driveway leading up to the garage. 


Returning to the one-story house where 
Quinonez survived drive-by shootings 
and other acts of retaliation from rival 
gangs summons no real nostalgia. “I have 
no ties or feelings or emotions connected 
to this neighborhood no more,” he says. 

At the west end of the neighborhood, 
we come to the alley off Dogwood Avenue 
where the stabbing occurred. Seven 
years ago, the stretch of pavement could 
have been the site of a makeshift shrine 
complete with photos of Quinonez and 
votive candles of the Virgen de Guada¬ 
lupe, but he survived. The exact location 
of the attack is instead marked by random 
shards of glass from a broken beer bottle. 

“I just think, ‘Fuck, this is where my 
life almost ended right here,”’ he refiects. 
“It almost ended right here devoted to a 


gang that don’t exist no more.... I don’t 
care about fighting with my fists anymore. 
I use my mind to fight.” 

Two summers ago, Quinonez was 
waiting at a bus stop in Anaheim near 
a Jiffy Lube. A rival gangbanger he 
remembered from juvenile hall pulled up 
in his work van, looked out the window 
and pulled a U-turn. 

“What’s up! Let’s get down,” the man said. 

Quinonez laughed. “You’re in your 
work van,” he answered. “I will sue 
you for everything you’re worth. I’ll 
report you to the Better Business Bureau 
because you’re doing this while on the 
job. I’ll have everything that you own.” 

His old enemy looked both ways, rolled 
up his window and drove off.

A Good Egg 


The Breakfast Bar is Long Beach’s latest breakfast haven, 
with a must-try, secret-recipe omelet casserole

L ong Beach needs to update its official 
seal to include a plate of bacon and 
eggs. Sure, the town already has a 
world-class aquarium, its own Grand Prix 
and the Queen Mary. But its biggest attrac¬ 
tion, in my opinion, is the never-ending 
array of breakfast joints where you can 
tuck into a meal first thing in the morning. 
You want pancakes? The Potholder Cafe 
boasts one with the circumference of an 
area rug. French toast? Starling Diner starts 
its by soaking a French baguette in creme 
Anglaise, baking it, then injecting it with 
mascarpone. A genuine diner experience? 
Jongewaard’s Bake-N-Broil is a modern 
Rockwellian landmark serving three square 
meals a day and slices of pie for dessert. 

And then there’s the newest entrant: 
the Breakfast Bar, which serves a morn¬ 
ing item unlike any Long Beach has seen 
before. Owners Josh and Pamela Beadle 
call it an omelet casserole, but it’s neither 
an omelet nor a casserole. Since it dis¬ 
sipates like an eggy cloud in your mouth, 
it most closely resembles a cheese souf¬ 
fle. Ask your waitress about it, and she 
reveals the recipe: a piece of bread soaked 
overnight with egg, cheese and milk, then 
baked in an au gratin dish. 

“Most people don’t even taste the 
bread,” she adds. And she’s right. But 
learning the secret ingredient somehow 
makes the omelet casserole that much 
more mysteriously magical. It also makes 
you grateful the Beadles, who used to work 
for George’s Greek Cafe and Congregation 
Ale House, decided to set out on their own 
and transform a shuttered Mexican joint 
attached to a motel into this place, if only 
to ensure there was an outlet for this dish. 
The recipe, the menu says, has been passed 
down for three generations, invented by 
a great-uncle named Marcee. He gets full 
credit on the menu, but the potato pancake 


it’s served with is entirely attributable to a 
kitchen that knows a breakfast potato side 
dish has to be simultaneously crispy, fluffy 
and toe-curlingly steamy. The potato patty 
is all these things, making it the casserole’s 
equal, with the outer-crust crunchiness 
of a tater tot and the interior temperature 
of a baked potato, requiring nothing else 
except maybe a dash of hot sauce. 

If there’s another potato-based dish 



that could compete with it, it’s the Hung 
Over, which is listed in the appetizer 
section because the Everest of hot fries 
smothered in cheese-laced scrambled 
eggs, cut-up sausage, gravy, onions, pep¬ 
pers, pico de gallo and spiced sour cream 
is designed to be shared. Yet, if you’re 
there by yourself, sitting in one of the 
semi-secluded back booths, you might 
realize the scrambled eggs are also mirac¬ 
ulous-creamy, wiggly, with just the right 
amount of wet—and it’d be a shame if you 
didn’t flnish it all right there, your plans 
for lunch and dinner be damned. 

It’s also about then, as you sip the 
invigorating cucumber lemonade—a spe¬ 
cialty cocktail made with soju and enough 
cucumber curls to qualify as a salad—that 
you survey the scene. The Breakfast Bar 
has been open for less than six months, yet 
it already has a cast of regulars, their heads 


buried behind newspapers. On weekend 
mornings, there are likely to be hipsters, 
Goths, blue-haired retirees, even a few 
conventioneers, all devouring poached 
eggs smothered with Hollandaise and 
spinach on the sun-bathed patio. This, you 
realize, is why breakfast is Long Beach’s 
most popular meal. No matter where you 
were last night or end up later, pancakes, 
eggs and bacon taste good now. Plus, 
these pancakes, made from freshly ground 
whole wheat and berries, couldn’t be fluff¬ 
ier if they were made out of cotton balls. 

Though burgers and sandwiches are 
offered, you see hardly anyone ordering 
them. Even past noon, the closest thing to 
lunch food the Breakfast Bar’s customers 
consume is the breakfast guacamole or the 
fried chicken wings and waffles. The for¬ 
mer has black beans in it, along with hard- 
boiled eggs, ground country sausage, pico 
de gallo, cheese and half an avocado sliced 
and laid down atop the molcajete—what 
you’d get if you merged an egg salad and a 
ceviche, then served it with tortilla chips. 
The chicken-and-waffle dish is an obvious 
nod to Roscoe’s (blocks away), but here, 
the waffles are floppy, flat things you’re 
supposed to dip into one of the three 
sauces. One of them, a buttered syrup, 
tastes like molten butterscotch. The gravy, 
which has strings of cheese in it, is a meal 
unto itself, another recipe the Beadles 
inherited from a family member. 

Yes, Long Beach was already rich with 
morning food before the Breakfast Bar 
came into town, but it’s now even more so. 
So let’s talk about that seal.

F orgive me for being stereotypical, but 
why is it that Middle Eastern restau¬ 
rants pick some of the worst names in the 
industry? I've encountered far too many of 
these gems hiding under bland monikers, 
with names pulled out of a franchising 
convention circa 1987. The worst local 
example, of course, was Factory Food Grill 
in Lake Forest, which served awesome 
Afghani cuisine until it changed owner¬ 
ship and now goes underthe much-better 
Chopaan Kabob. A Turkish place in Ran¬ 
cho Santa Margarita goes with a Spanish 
fantasy-heritage ripoff;the awesome Hot 
Pita in Fullerton comes off as a new e-cig 
flavor. And worse than any of them is 
Grill Cafe, which doesn't tell you anything 
whatsoever about its Persian offerings 
and sounds like a hamburger restaurant 
two payments behind on its lease. 

Thankfully, Grill Cafe has enough of a 
following that its bad name isn't hindering 
business much. Lunchtime brings a steady 
stream of businessmen, coffin dodgers 
from Leisure World, and Middle Easterners 
who just finished shopping at the nearby 
Jordan Market and nowwanta bite.The 
restaurant is tiny, with just one woman 
working the register; you'll have to pick up 
your order from her, then grab your own 
utensils, napkins and water next to the 
fridge stacked with bottles of doogh. Don't 
mind this fast-casual environment: Grill 
Cafe serves righteous Persian grub, from 
moist coils of koobideh to lavish stews to 
hefty sandwiches to tahdig so crispy the 
shards of crispy rice that fly out of your 
mouth with every bite will leave welts on 
your beloved's face. Daily specials bring 
sumptuous polos; the soda fridge also 
has stacks of mast-o-musir and other dips 
and salads to take home or dump over 
your food right there. Stand in front of the 
counter for a couple of seconds, and you'll 
feel the heat emanating from the three 
shawerma spits in front of you. And the 
portions—^you should really save some 
for home, but the damn plates are so good 
you'll stuff yourself and end with a piece of 
baklava just for the hell of it. 

But backto that name: Change it! Far 
too often. I've had people complain that 
Grill Cafe sucks when they had mistak¬ 
enly gone to Grill Hut in Laguna Niguel, 
a so-so spot that is everything Grill Cafe 
isn't.

For my most recent meal, I was sur¬ 
rounded by friends at Marche Moderne. 
The most memorable dish in our family-

You are surrounded by downtown Fuller¬ 
ton neighbors with great menus. Have you 
checked any of them out? 

There are a lot of good bar programs in 
downtown Fullerton. However, the only 
bar I eat at is HopScotch. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Korean tofu houses, Thai and anything 
with a little spice. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Diversity in food. It makes it fun as a 
diner when I have the options of different 
cuisines all in one county. 

Are there any challenges to cooking 
''underground''?

What is the secret to a great French 
soup?

Going for the close-to- 
home eats, I would pick my Calabrese 
salumi, Gruyere and roasted red bell 
pepper “Hot Pocket,” featured on our 
revamped bar menu. 

When you're not cooking in the kitchen, 
what are you doing? 

When I’m not in the kitchen, I like to 
explore Southern California—hiking, 
kayaking, driving down the coast, etc. 

Did you go to culinary school? If so, what 
did you take away from it? 

I am a graduate of Orange Coast College. 
While in culinary school, I took away a 
thorough understanding of how to run 
a restaurant. Creativity isn’t what keeps 
a restaurant running; you need to have 
a business-minded outlook to running a 
well-organized establishment. 

Is there a dish you'd like to learn how 
to make? 

I’d like to learn and perfect the craft of 
charcuterie—the art of salting, smoking 
and curing your own meats.

Rodenbach’s 2011 
Vintage Oak Aged Ale 

L et's get this out of the way: Sour beers 
can be kind of weird—especially if 
you've never had them before. They're tart, 
they pucker your mouth, they're full-on 
sour, but they're also habit-forming in a 
10-year-old-with-Warheads-candy kind of 
way. Rodenbach's 2011 Vintage Oak Aged 
Ale, available from Total Wine and other 
alcohol stores, is a perfect example of the 
Flemish red ale version of sour beer. From 
Bourwerij Rodenbach in Belguim, Vintage 
is surprisingly accessible to the first-time 
sour drinker. 

THE DRINK 

It guides you through the major charac¬ 
teristics of the style in steps. First with 
its dark, reddish-brown pour and almost 
ivory-colored head; second with its dis¬ 
tinctly acidic nose. At that point, you might 
be worried it'll be too sour, that you're 
basically drinking vinegar, and you will 
definitely pucker on your first sip. But as 
the last few drops of beer drain from your 
mouth, you'll notice something: Your gums 
are tingling, the insides of your cheeks 
feel a little fuzzy, and you immediately 



want to drink more. On the second sip, 
you'll start to notice the fruit notes— 
there's a little Granny Smith apple, a little 
cherry—and on the third sip, well, you'll 
be too busy enjoying yourself to think too 
critically about the beer. 

By the time you finish the 750 ml bottle, 
you'll be happy (thanks to the 7 percent 
ABV) and maybe even a little perked-up 
(thanks to the acidity). Just pace yourself 
because you don't want to go back to the 
days of chemically burning the insides 
of your mouth, those 10-year-old-with- 
Warheads days.

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The Samurai With No Name 

Newport Beach Film Fest screens a great Japanese adaptation of Unforgiven

I t has been years since stateside audi¬ 
ences have been exposed to a classic 
Western film, although the flops are 
legion: Cowboys and Aliens, Casa de mi 
Padre, and the upcoming Seth Macfar- 
lane groaner A Million Days to Die In the 
West. If you want to look for the genre’s 
creative revival, head to the Newport 
Beach Film Festival’s Japanese Spotlight 
film: Yurusarezaru Mono, director Sang-il 
Lee’s adaptation of Clint Eastwood’s 1992 
Oscar winner. Unforgiven. He sets it in late 
19th-century Japan, as the era of the sho- 
gunates was being pushed out by moder¬ 
nity—the classic Western trope of anarchy 
versus civilization now set in the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 

The film opens with a prologue, in 
which the Meiji government has begun to 
eradicate the last of the samurais, moving 
away from a feudal society; the remain¬ 
ing samurais flee to the northern island of 
Hokkaido, where the land is encompassed 
by wild forest and isolated from moder¬ 
nity. Fast forward 11 years to when former 
samurai Jubei “The Killer” Kamota (Ken 
Watanabe), now living in Hokkaido as a 
farmer with his children, is approached by 
past brother in arms Kingo (Akira Emoto) 
to join him in the hunt for two men who 
mutilated the face of a prostitute. The 
hardened Jubei at first has qualms, since 
he has sworn to his deceased wife to never

kill again, but the thousand-yen reward 
becomes too much to turn down in the 
face of grinding poverty. He sets out with 
Kingo for the bounty, but along the way, 
they face various obstacles, including an 
eager young gunslinger who yearns to rack 
up the same body count as Jubei and ruth¬ 
less sheriff Oishi (Koichi Sato), who’s hell¬ 
bent on eradicating the samurai once and 
for all. Other samurais in search of one last 
score want to collect on the bounty, and 
their presence becomes a spiteful thumb 
to the nose to the country’s militia. Their 
swords, however, are tragically no match 
for the army’s guns, and they are quickly 
disarmed and beaten mercilessly by Oishi. 

Lee develops intrigue with the inclu¬ 
sion of historical background of Japan’s 
shift to progress, which becomes one of 
the Aim’s main motifs. It’s all cleverly 
illustrated through wardrobe cues, from 
the sheriff’s European dandy outfits to the 
young military soldiers’ crisp uniforms, 
a far leap from the Shogun’s armor. Lest 
we forget revenge is the primary driving 
force of the Aim—and not just between 
the prostitutes and their attackers—their 
site of struggle is merely a catalyst for the 
Shogun to rehash the past and sadly plays 
second Addle throughout the Aim. 

There are other instances of the militia’s 
abuse of power peppered throughout the 
Aim, but Lee keeps the focus on Jubei’s

inner turmoil of returning to his murder¬ 
ous ways, for the most part. Like East¬ 
wood’s William Munny, Jubei Kamota isn’t 
as much of a relic as the other samurai— 
he’s an outsider. Whereas other samurai 
are eager to boast of their skills, Jubei is 
uneasy about his past and uncertain about 
where he Ats in the present. When discuss¬ 
ing the hunt for the two men with Kingo 
for the Arst time, Jubei remarks how dis¬ 
tant they are from the situation: “Why kill 
two men you have no qualms with?” 

Kingo replies, “We’ve killed hundreds 
of men we had no qualms with.” 

“And we were praised for it,” Jubei 
solemnly responds. Even as the country 
leans toward the 20th century, the need 
for faceless warriors to make an army 
remains the same. 

Watanabe’s Jubei faces it all with 
quiet reserve, and his brooding facade 
throughout the Aim is deAnitely out of 
Eastwood’s facial-expression handbook. 
More than just an homage to a classic 


Western, the Aim feels just as much like a 
touching homage to Eastwood the actor, 
the iconic vigilante every male actor 
assumes himself to be. Plot-wise, Lee’s 
adaptation remains mostly loyal to East¬ 
wood’s original, but it keeps a softer pace 
and uses various wide shots to capture 
the Japanese countryside, making the 
Aim gorgeously reminiscent of the coun¬ 
try’s scroll paintings. Lee gives himself 
more liberties in exploring depth of Aeld, 
something that was oddly traded out in 
the Western Alms of yore for wider estab¬ 
lishing shots of the scenic landscapes. 

Monday night’s PaciAc Rim Showcase 
at the Newport Beach Film Festival will 
exhibit this Aim; aAerward, the evening 
offers an after-party at Newport Beach 
Jaguar & Land Rover, themed with Asian 
entertainment and hors d’oeuvres. Party¬ 
ing is Ane, but do make sure to treat your¬ 
self to this foreign gem.

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OPENING 

LOCKE How much can you take away 
and still have a movie? Steven 
Knight's Locke is an experiment in 
reducing contemporary scree story¬ 
telling to its irreducible essentials. It 
shows us just one actor, on one set, 
and he never so much as stands up. 
But it remains, stubbornly, about the 
only thing that most movies tend to 
be about anymore: A man in motion, 
doing stuff, maybe redeeming 
himself, everyone else in his life— 
especially the women—problems 
to be dealt with. His wife? His kid? 
The woman he got pregnant nine 
months before? All just voices nat¬ 
tering from his dashboard. So, yes, 
this is the movie where Tom Hardy 
drives for 90 minutes. The story's just 
sharp enough, about a man trying 
to prepare a construction site for a 
high-pressure concrete pour as he 
races across England to attend the 
birth of his son by a one-night stand. 
But what director Knight excels at 
is continually inventive composition, 
suggesting through layers of window 
and reflected traffic the mental state 
of Locke, the hero. His driving is 
smooth, his handling of million-dollar 
workplace complications calm and 
effective, but when revealing to his 
wife where he's headed, the silences 
gape—and Knight allows the head 
and taillights around Locke's to slide 
from focus and go wafer flat, a gor¬ 
geous space-out. Hardy makes a 
familiar character—the supremely 
competent workaholic—credible 
and compelling, if never quite fresh. 
Still, there's something dispiriting 
about yet another Type A learning 
that maybe he should take more time 
for family, all while treating us to 
the pleasure of watching him coolly 
triumph at all his Type A biz. (R)

BAD WORDS As you can guess, 

Jason Bateman's directorial debut 
Bad Words is filled with bad words: 
Bateman plays Guy Trilby, an alleged 
grown-up with a photographic mem¬ 
ory and a lousy attitude who bullies 
his way into a national spelling bee 
competition for grade-schoolers. 

As he's knocking 'em dead on the 
spelling-bee circuit, executing words 
like floccinaucinihilipilification with 
aplomb, he's also spraying his ill will 
and nasty vocabulary every which 
way like a surly tomcat. No one 
escapes his acid verbal jet-stream: 
Not Allison Janney's prim-and-proper 
bee coordinator, nor Kathryn Hahn 
as the journalist who, for no clear 
reason, has chosen to accompany 
him on this bitter adventure. Bad 
Words might have been moderately 
enjoyable if Trilby were just a really 
bad guy. But there's a reason for his 
miserable behavior—in case you 
haven't guessed, this is a journey 
toward redemption. Bateman, as 
both director and star, digs his heels 
in too hard to make the movie's 
points, using lots of ho-hum close- 
ups and wriggly camera work along 
the way. The foul-mouthed insults 
that litter Andrew Dodge's screen¬ 
play aren't even that clever: At one 
point Trilby, who has reluctantly 
accepted the friendship of an ador¬ 
able bee competitor of South Asian 
descent (played, winsomely, by 
Rohan Chand), asks the kid if he has 
a girlfriend: "You can't find one little 
chicken tikka to get your shrimp tan- 
doori up in?" If that's supposed to be 
shocking, it isn't—but it isn't funny. 


either. Bateman seems to be looking 
over his shoulder to make sure we're 
getting the gags, but all he's come 
up with is a Bad Santa wannabe, 
with none of that movie's glorious 
Rabelaisian spirit. How do you spell 
relief?

CAPTAIN AMERICA: THE WINTER 
SOLDIER Tucked into a pocket 
of his workout sweats, Steve 
Rogers—a.k.a. Captain America, 
the serum-enhanced Yankee Doodle 
Dynamo who's spent six decades 
in deep freeze—keeps a notebook 
of cultural beats he's missed: Star 
Wars, Marvin Gaye, Thai food. If only 
he'd added '70s conspiracy thrillers 
to his list. First, so he could tell his 
boss' boss, Alexander Pierce (Robert 
Redford), "Hey, anyone ever tell you 
you look like that guy from Three 
Days of the Whatchamalit?" And 
second, so he'd realize sooner that 
he's been plunged into one. Linder 
the watch of S.H.I.E.L.D., the govern¬ 
ment agency at which he reservedly 
works, the planet's nearly been 
destroyed six times in four years. No 
wonder bigwig Nick Fury (Samuel 
L. Jackson) is rushing the launch of 
three massive drones programmed to 
neutralize threats before they attack. 
Fury warns that the 21st century's 
battle lines are no longer as obvi¬ 
ous as World War M's. Cap's either 
with S.H.I.E.L.D. or against it, and 
soon, some of S.H.I.E.L.D. decides 
its against him. The script is solid, 
and the fight scenes are excellent. 
The Winter Soldier is the first Marvel 
film in forever that doesn't climax 
with heroes mowing down a horde of 
non-human nobodies. This is bone on 
bone on that vibranium shield, which 
thwangs satisfyingly as it ricochets 
around before conking a villain— 


Cap's like a pool shark plunking 
the eight-ball. Meanwhile, Scarlett 
Johansson's Black Widow seduces 
him, only half-successfully, to join 
the modern age. Marvel doesn't con¬ 
sider her important or male enough 
to earn a love interest herself, but 
even if she never gets to have any 
sex, the camera certainly makes 
love to her.

DIVERGENT Neil Burger's Divergent 
is constructed around a narrative 
premise so illogical it makes Keanu 
Reeves being the Chosen One feel 
as earthbound a notion as saying 
water is wet. In a future Chicago, 
the last civilization standing, the 
citizenry is so organized that they've 
divided themselves into five factions 
and built an electrical Great Wall, 
yet no one can be bothered to fix 
the broken windows. Those factions 
are the pillars upon which our plot 
rests—or flails. Teenagers test their 
aptitudes for each powerful clan, 
such as the Dauntless, brave fighters 
in black, or the Abnegation, selfless, 
gray-clad civil servants. The story 
insists that all of mankind falls neatly 
into just one of these broad catego¬ 
ries. It'd be easier to root for lead 
Tris' (Shailene Woodley, the go-to 
girl for drab roles with grit) quest 
to escape her Abnegation roots to 
prove herself a worthy Dauntless if 
director Burger felt committed to the 
concept. But the five clans act near- 
indistinguishably from each other, 
and when Tris stumbles in an endless 
training sequence, her instructor 
yells, "I thought you were smart!" 
Smart? But how? Actually, Tris can 
be smart and brave—she's secretly 
tested as Divergent, the rare person 
who can be smart, brave, happy, and 
honest. Which means she must be 


killed. Explains evil Jeanine (Kate 
Winslet), people who break the rules 
by being smart, brave, etc., start 
wars. You might as well blame vio¬ 
lence on kitten calendars. But this is 
just another lapse in logic from a film 
where a fellow undercover Divergent 
who lives in public dorms reveals 
that he's tattooed his divergency on 
his spine. Can we disqualify him from 
being one of the smarties? (PG-13)

DRAFT DAY You may think you're not 
interested in a sturdy little dramatic 


comedy about the intricacies of the 
NFL draft process. But with Draft 
Day, you're in the hands of a master. 
Ivan Reitman, the guy who gave us 
Ghostbusters, Stripes, and, well, 
okay. Kindergarten Cop, sure knows 
what he's doing: This isn't so much 
a movie about sports as it is a riff 
on politics in the broad sense of the 
word, and the ways in which smart, 
insightful people play along to get 
along—and then change the game 
for the better by following their gut. 
Kevin Costner plays the (fictitious) 
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general manager of the Cleveland 
Browns, torn between making a 
flashy deal for a vain superstar quar¬ 
terback (Josh Pence) and drafting 
a player and all-around good guy 
(Chadwick Boseman) who will make 
the team, and the profession, better 
in the long run. Plus, on the very day 
he needs to make this fateful choice, 
his much younger girlfriend and 
work underling, a supremely capable 
lawyer played by Jennifer Garner, 
announces that she's pregnant. I 
can hear all those knee-jerk older- 
man-younger-babe reflexes kicking 
in—but maybe your energy would 
be better spent actually looking at 
the way these two astute actors play 
out this by now standard dynamic. 
Garner, tough and tender at once, 
doesn't make her character the vic¬ 
tim for a minute. Mostly, we see her 
as a generally rational woman who 
suddenly has cause to question the 
rash mingling of love and duty. And 
Costner, who spent a long stretch of 
his career being as dull as he was 
good-looking, seems to be following 
the Richard Gere trajectory: He's get¬ 
ting better as he gets older, having 
shed some vanity to reveal the bare 
skin beneath. In Draft Day, he plays a 
man's man who fumbles the ball but 
ultimately steps up to the plate—in 
other words, he's a walking mixed 
metaphor, with all the deeply human 
uncertainty that implies. {PG-13)

NOAH To hear Darren Aronofsky tell 
it in interviews, there was no way 
in hell he'd let his special-effects 
extravaganza Noah, years in the 
planning, be your run-of-the-mill, 
candy-ass Biblical epic. The ark built 
by Russell Crowe's Noah couldn't be 
some SS M/nnow-style thing with a 
cute little peaked-roof house at the 
top: It had to be a majestically ugly 
barge, the better to fit thousands of 
CGI two-by-two beasties. Instead of 
trying to wring some drama out of 
that hoary old contretemps between 
Noah and God, Aronofsky took a 
minor Old Testament figure, Tubal- 
cain, and hired Ray Winstone to play 
him. This re-imagined Tubal-cain is 
a tough who murdered Noah's father 
long ago; now he wants to elbow 
his way onto the ark, and possibly— 
shudder —eat some of the animals. 
Also, Aronofsky has introduced a 
group of fallen angels known as the 
Watchers, a race of crabby rock 
people who have become disgusted 
with the mess mankind has made and 
who never got over being defeated 
by Flash Gordon, okay. Flash Gordon 
isn't in Genesis, but that was prob¬ 
ably just an oversight. Noah is here 
not to set the record straight, but to 
set it on its head. This isn't a lavish 
work of mad genius, it's designed to 
be a lavish work of mad genius, and 
there's a difference. Aronofsky is an 
uncompromising director: He wants 
everything just so, and he knows 
what he's doing, to the extent that 
audiences always do, too—you can 
feel the gears behind it all noisily 
grinding. If Noah, his costliest and 
splashiest film, has any splendor at 
all, it's the business-as-usual CGI 
spectacle kind. {PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

OCULUS A cleverly executed mind 
game that generates scares via 
structural ingenuity, Oculus sug¬ 
gests a world coming terrifyingly 
unmoored from its bearings. Set in 
two separate time periods, direc¬ 
tor Mike Flanagan's debut boasts 
sumptuously sweeping, rotating 
camerawork and a knotty script. It 
concerns the attempt by Kaylie and 
younger brother Tim (Karen Gillan 
and Brenton Thwaites as adults;

Annalise Basso and Garrett Ryan as 
kids) to return to their old home and 
destroy an ancient mirror that, Kaylie 
claims, houses a supernatural spirit 
who was responsible for the deaths 
of their parents (Rory Cochrane 
and Katee Sackhoff) 11 years ear¬ 
lier. Having been rehabilitated in a 
mental hospital to forget what really 
happened, the brainwashed Tim is 
skeptical of Kaylie's theory, and the 
possibility that Kaylie is delusional 
is stoked throughout by Flanagan's 
segueing between the past and 
present, hallucinations and reality. 

As this flip-flopping becomes more 
pronounced, Oculus becomes a swirl 
of nightmarish confusion in which 
the unreliability of perception leads 


characters into danger—and keeps 
the action's suspense potent. Replete 
with superb performances led by 
a paranoid Sackhoff and unhinged 
Cochrane, it's the rare horror film 
to know how to tease malevolent 
mysteries and deliver satisfyingly 
unexpected, unsettling payoffs. (R)

SON OF GOD When we first meet the 
hero of Son of God, a kind of chintzy 
melodrama about the horrors of 
capital punishment, he's approaching 
a fisherman with a classic boiler- 
room pitch: "Just give me an hour, 
and I will give you a whole new life," 
Jesus (Diogo Morgado) promises 
Peter, this messiah's self-amused 
look and extra dimples suggesting 


the face of different J.C.: Jim Carrey. 
We never really hear the rest of 
what Jesus says to Peter, which is 
a shame. That 60-minute presenta¬ 
tion would be a gift in comparison 
to this kid-traumatizing 138-minute 
nails-in-the-hands storybook, a 
movie that could have been called 
The Greatest Story Ever Told Again 
and Again. Instead, the producers 
have opted for Son of God, which 
has a badass Man of Steel kick to it. 
Rest assured, this heavens-to-Earth 
transplant doesn't resort to snapping 
the neck of Judas in the final reel. 
Instead, Son of God goes all in with 
the cheek-turning, the warmly defi¬ 
ant pacifism, the ministering to the 
wretched, the forgiveness of even 


the most detestable, evinced in this 
case by the nastiest piece of work 
there is according to this movie's 
cosmology: tax collectors, who get 
more screentime than lepers. Son of 
God is a narrative shambles, more 
thudding than thunderous, always 
feeling like a sprawling TV miniseries 
cut up to fit into theatrical running 
time. That's no surprise, considering 
this is a distillation of The Bible, the 
basic-cable event from 2013. At the 
opening we see flashbacks, with 
voiceover, to the stories of Noah, 
Moses, and Abraham—surely the 
first time the New Testament has 
kicked off with a "previously on .

Like Father, Not Like Son 

OCMA’s exhibit of Paul and Peter Sarkisian’s works 
highlights their individual brilliance

A vant-garde painter Paul Sarkisian, 
best-known for his work at the 
revolutionary Ferus Gallery in 
1960s Los Angeles, disliked the descrip¬ 
tion of his work as photorealistic. His 
large-scale work wasn’t him copying from 
photographs; many of the finer details in 
the work came wholly from his imagina¬ 
tion. A painterly storyteller, the master 
was trapped between the “photorealistic” 
and abstract illusionism movements until 
Pop Art came along and destroyed both. 
Abandoning marketplace and critical 
limitations, he packed up his wife and 
family and moved to Santa Fe in the early 
’70s. Toiling in isolation for the past 40 
years, Sarkisian carved out his own path, 
effectively disappearing from the Ameri¬ 
can art scene. (Case in point: His spare 
Wikipedia page isn’t even in English. It’s 
in German.) 

Orange County Museum of Art‘s 
“SARKISIAN & SARKISIAN” exhibi¬ 
tion aims to rescue the artist’s reputation 
from obscurity by exhibiting his work 
alongside son Peter’s better-known video 
art. Curator Dan Cameron presents the 
work of the father and son as devotees 
of similar themes—boundary pushers 
in their chosen medium, fans of trompe 
I’oeil (fooling the eye)—but the two artists 
don’t fit together so much as feel thrown 
into the same room with each other. 
Despite the equal pairing (24 works each) 
and the elder Sarkisian’s medium being 
grander in size, he’s dwarfed in the end by 
his son’s more memorable work. 

The pieces from Sarkisian’s “lost” 
years traces his work from the debated 
“photorealistic” period to his epoxy and 
polyurethane on wood of the 2000s. 
Standing up close to the life-sized 
UNTITLED (El Paso) of 1972-’74, letting 
it fill your vision, you’re transported to a 
rundown storefront. Coca-Cola symbols 
bookend the store sign atop the canvas, 
with dirty, torn awnings awkwardly 


bundled below it and above the plate 
glass windows; torn corners of old fliers 
are still visibly trapped in tape, the fly- 
specked screens remedially repaired with 
duct tape while paint curls on the rickety 
wood front. At each edge are the begin¬ 
nings of the building next door, extend¬ 
ing the idea of a world outside the con¬ 
fines of the canvas. His fascination with 
trompe I’oeil continues in the less epic 
but still remarkable acrylics of flattened 
packaging—feed bags, old envelopes, the 
stray cigarette ad—the dull expanse of 
white behind them making them appear 
as though they’ve been pressed between 
glass. The detailed work fooled me 
completely—I thought they were massive 
photographic prints—and would never 
have guessed they were painted until I 
read the curator’s notes. 

Sarkisian’s next focus—on artfully 
arranged, gaily painted squares and rect¬ 
angles within glittery borders—feels more 
like a concession to the shallowness of 
the ’80s. His larger, later canvases give us 
exploded versions of the same gift-wrap- 
scrap imagery, against backgrounds remi¬ 
niscent of a less-depressed Pollack, but it 
and his later work—the black-and-white 
monochromatic ’90s and the irregular, 
colorful shapes of the 2000s—while easy 
on the eyes, feels as though Sarkisian is 
shrugging off the last vestiges of commer¬ 
cialism, without any real drive or passion 
behind the decision. 

Peter Sarkisian embraces his father’s 
iconoclasm, but in a completely different 
medium. Video projections on solid, 3-D 
objects are his forte, and the results are 
a quirky combo of what-the-fuckery and 
mischievous humor. Whether he’s using 
found objects or sintered 3-D prints, the 
digital sculptures (and their accompany¬ 
ing soundtracks) are so visually invigorat¬ 
ing and downright fascinating you can get 


lost for hours in them, just trying to figure 
out how he did it. 

Without too many spoilers, Cameron 
has picked amazing work: The eye is 
the window of the sole in the Bunuelian 
Morocco Is There, as a blinking blue eye¬ 
ball peers out from a hole in the bottom 
of a worn-out shoe. A nude woman floats 
in a cereal bowl, her darker skin tone a 
rich contrast to the pale, milky liquid. 
Dusted, from 1998, is five projections on a 
six-sided cube, creating the visual of two 
adults trapped inside its sooty confines. 

As they shift and negotiate the limited 
space, they streak the dark walls, making 
their nudity more visible, but by transfer¬ 
ring the blackness from the walls to their 
bodies, they contaminate the potential 
peep show. 

The artist also insinuates himself into 
several pieces—pulling a Sunset Boule¬ 
vard floating upside-down in a mug of 
diner coffee in the acerbic Cup'a Joe, for 
example—with the most telling a perfect 
metaphor for the entire exhibition: In 
Registered Driver Eull Scale #1, projected 
onto the passenger side of a 14-foot 
fiberglass mold of a yellow Ferrari 360 
Modena, Sarkisian sucks down beer as he 
speeds through city streets straight out of 
Grand Theft Auto. Smashing into police 
cars and other vehicles, tires screeching 
and glass splintering, he groggily backs up 
and begins speeding to his next accident, 
while father Paul, disappearing intermit¬ 
tently in the shadows of the back seat, 
wears a nonplussed expression on his 
face as he goes along for the ride.

How Anaheim got its first children’s orchestral program in 30 years

S chool arts programs are always 
the first to get cut. It’s a bit tragic 
the arts can be so dishonored that 
when a small battle is won to bring back 
what should already exist, the key play¬ 
ers are nothing less than saints. 

Anaheim City School District 
(ACSD) is the sixth-largest elemen¬ 
tary-school district in California. Its 
24 schools accommodate more than 
19,300 students, 85 percent of whom 
qualify for free or reduced-rate lunches. 
According to Dorothy Rose, the execu¬ 
tive director of Orange County Sym¬ 
phony (OCS), there had not been an 
instrumental-music program in the 
district for around 30 years. Evidently, 
this was not to her satisfaction. 

Rose became the executive director of 
OCS in 2004. “From day one, my vision 
was to bring music back to the elemen¬ 
tary students of the city of Anaheim,” 
she says. Unfortunately, she found no 
support. “I took the idea to many differ¬ 
ent people, and nobody was interested.” 
Nine years later, the perseverant Rose 
and OCS president Michael Anderson 
paid ACSD’s new superintendent. Dr. 
Linda Wagner, a visit. 

Though the position of district 
superintendent can sometimes be a 
political one—classroom experience on 
the resume of any Los Angeles Unified 
School District superintendent of the 
21st century is rare—Wagner’s 27 years 
of educational experience give her a 
more involved administrative style. Rose 
recounts that during their initial meet¬ 
ing, Wagner said she’d “always felt that 
music was a huge part of what is impor¬ 
tant to elementary-school education.” 

Upon hearing this. Rose pitched her 
idea. “We have a roster of 250 profes¬ 
sional, talented, willing musicians... 
[and] nearly every one of them teaches 


their own private students.... A major 
number of these musicians would be 
willing to come and teach after-school 
instruction in instruments because I 
[believe they agree that] kids... partici¬ 
pating in teamwork in an orchestral set¬ 
ting is tremendously valuable.” 

According to Rose, Wagner’s response 
was, “Yeah, let’s do it!” That initial meet¬ 
ing took place in April 2013. By Sep¬ 
tember, 14 of the 24 ACSD schools had 
pilot programs, and 56 classes per week 
were being taught in the four orchestral

sections (strings, brass, percussion and 
woodwinds) to 1,264 students. 

Wagner says each school spread the 
word through parent newsletters, calling 
systems, fliers and word of mouth. “At 
the district level, we Aimed a video and 
sent it out via email to all teachers to be 
shown at [the initial] schools participat¬ 
ing in the program,” she says. The video 
showed various instruments and encour¬ 
aged students to participate. Finally, 
Wagner, along with her colleagues at 
OCS, held informational nights during 
which they spoke to parents about the 
program and demonstrated instruments. 

Naturally, creating an orchestral pro¬ 
gram costs money.“We started out with¬ 
out a single, solitary instrument,” Rose 
says. But this didn’t deter her vision. She 
speaks at city council meetings twice a 
month about music and what the OCS is 
doing. At one point, she decided to pub¬ 
licly bring up the plan she was working 


on. “The next thing I knew, the newspa¬ 
pers ran a story here and there, I was fea¬ 
tured on NPR, and then Dr. Wagner spent 
a little bit of money [with the district’s] 

PR Arm, which gave her advice and made 
possible some press conferences.” 

Wagner says she and Rose started 
to work together to get support for the 
proposed program. They spoke at the 
National Association of Music Mer¬ 
chants (NAMM) education-division 
conference about the schools’ need for 
instruments. ‘We visited local service 
clubs such as Rotary and Kiwanis to 
solicit donations, [and] Mayor [Tom] Tait 
and the city of Anaheim are helping to 
spread the word,” Wagner says. 

The results were slow but effective 
enough to get things started. Instruments 
trickled in one by one; money has also 
gradually been contributed—principally 
through private citizens. According to 
Wagner, the funds for the modest teacher 
stipends of $25 per class are primarily 
raised through PTA and other donations. 
Recently, NAMM presented the school 
board with a $10,000 check, which has 
been earmarked for the orchestra pro¬ 
gram. Including the NAMM donation, 
the program has so far received $85,000 
in donations and 50 instruments (in 
varying conditions), and it is on track to 
expand to all 24 schools in the district 
by the fall. There’s still a need for cash 
donations and instruments. 

On May 17, the Anaheim Children’s 
Art Festival will feature a performance 
by the students who are ready to play 
their first big concert. Beyond that, 
each of the 14 schools that currently 
participate in the program will feature 
a recital so the parents, as well as the 
community, can see the product of this 
well-played endeavor.

Back On the Force 


Tokyo Police Club resume their position as decorated 

sergeants of indie pop

or nearly a decade, Tokyo Police 
Club have staked their reputations 
on being a prime force on the indie 
pop circuit. After writing and recording 
for more than two years, vocalist/bassist 
David Monks and company are back with 
a third full-length, Forcefield, their first 
since 2010’s Champ. 

It’s easy to forget the band are still in 
their formative years as writers, with 
most members still in their late 20s. After 
a European run, they are glad to be back 
in the States for a proper tour. In the two 
and a half years since he started writing 
the material for Forcefield, Monks left 
his native Canada for New York, which 
inspired him to write enough songs to 
make up multiple albums. We caught up 
with Monks as the band made their way 
through the Midwest ahead of their show 
this week at the Observatory. 

OC WEEKLY: Whafs it like being back on 
the road in the States? 

DAVID MONKS: It’s good because we 
have a long-running history here. We 
were just in Europe, where people don’t 
know us as well, and it’s not like here, 
where everyone is very excited to be at 
the show. 

Is it weird playing in Europe, where people 
aren't as familiar with the band? How does 
that compare to playing the U.S., where 
you've been established for a while now? 
You always want it to be great, and the 
crowds over there are great. They sing 
along and have their own, different vibe; 
it’s more clapping than singing and a less 
physical kind of energy. Every time we 
go over there, we’re on the same level, 
playing the same clubs, which are much 
smaller over there, so it becomes about 
enjoying the trip and the travel as much 
as it is about your career and the tour. 

Do you like playing those smaller venues? 
The bigger the room, the better—there’s 
no doubt about that. But I only like play¬ 


ing to full rooms, so I’d rather play, for 
example, a sold-out Webster [Hall in New 
York City] than a half-sold Terminal 5 [in 
New York City] or something like that. 

We always play to the rafters. 

Why was there a relatively long gap 
between records? 

We started writing at the end of 2011. The 
record took a long time, and we took a 
long time off because it was the first time 
we were looking at our career, thinking 
about the opportunity we have to make 
this record, and we wanted to make it 
dense. It was like we wanted to throw a 
really big rock at the car that is music cul¬ 
ture and make a dent in it. We kept writ¬ 
ing songs and finding better songs, and 
we had at least 50 of them. It was cool to 
have that freedom of making our album 
what we wanted it to be. 

Was it healthier for the band to make an 
album this way? 

Absolutely. We were able to grow and get 
our personal lives in order, too. Everyone 
figured their shit out a bit, and it’s like, 
“Great, let’s regroup and go out and tour 
in a sustainable way.” It’s great to tour 
behind an album you feel rock-solid about. 
Even though you guys are still young, 
you're firmly established. Do you feel like 
you can still grow musically? 

Totally. We’ve been at it for so long that 
we feel like we have a big road in front of 
us, too. We’ve been around for this long, 
so it’s not going to fall apart now. We feel 
like we’re getting better and more able 
to make the music we want to make, play 
the way we want to play, tour and live 
our lives the way we want to. It’s getting 
easier to balance these things.

A t Ghosthouse Studios in Anaheim, five 
teenagers stayed up late on a school 
night, but their parents didn't mind. The 
aspiring rappers took turns in the booth, 
recording verses for a song that will be on a 
future project slated for release this summer. 
They've dubbed themselves "MCe," with the 
"e" standing for "eternal" or "everlasting." 
Ranging between 16 and 19 years old, they're 
all students at Newport Harbor and Estancia 
high schools and part of Costa Mesa's Save 
Our Youth (SOY) after-school center. Eddie 
Iniestra, better known as Edifica, guides 
them through the session as SOY's Arts and 
Music Program Coordinator and the driving 
force behind the MCe project. 

The youth wear matching black hoodies 
with the group name emblazoned on the 
front. Jazmine Hernandez goes by Jazzy 
Sound. Jennifer Carmona, the youngest in 
the bunch, is known as Dedicated; Victor 
Sanchez is Infinite. Cesar Hernandez, with 
long, relaxed afro locks, adds a little French 
as Bete Noire Spazztic, and Mason Mendes 
rapsasM.t.MC-aGOG. 

"We help our students get into college, 
but we have to have the other side, espe¬ 
cially since a lot of schools cut back on 
music programs," Iniestra explains. "I try to 
facilitate a place where they can feel free to 
come and express themselves." He outlines 
a vision for an eight-track album, tentatively 
titled Super Nova, with five solo songs and 
three group efforts. "Hopefully, Super Nova 
is really going to be that big blast that gets 
everybody shinning." 

Iniestra, who is producing the entire effort 
and paying for MCe's studio sessions out of 
his own pocket, has big plans that will need 
some crowd-sourcing help via Kickstarter. 

In addition to the album, he wants to put out 
a DVD, print T-shirts and plan a big release 


party. "They're all excited about it, so it's 
pretty exciting to be in an environment where 
I can actually produce tracks for them," he 
says. "It's pretty dope." 

Ghosthouse sound engineer Dr. Carter 
drops the beat as Mendes rhymes lyrics from 
his notebook. They stop whenever his tongue 
gets twisted and go through a few takes 
before getting something clean. Then come 
the overdubs, in which certain words are re¬ 
recorded and emphasized. The finished prod¬ 
uct is played back, and everybody's heads 
are nodding. They agree on "New Era" as 
the song title. The all-around vibe is youthful, 
energetic and promising. 

"I didn't always dedicate myself to hip- 
hop, but once I got older, I learned to appre¬ 
ciate it more as a movement, a culture," says 
Jazmine Hernandez. Taking a page from 
Reverie, one of her underground hip-hop 
heroines, she flosses an attitudinal flow. 

So far, Carmona is the only member to 
have completed a track. "Crash" showcases 
her natural abilities on the mic."l started rap¬ 
ping about a year ago," she says. "Ever since 
I was little. I'd always be writing poetry and 
stories in my notebook." 

When asked if they had femcees they 
looked up to, the girls' answers are emphatic. 
"SnowTha Product!" says Carmona. 

"Dh, hell yeah! Gavlyn and Reverie, they 
got it!" added Hernandez. During the studio 
session. Miss Char, noted by the Weekly as 
the top femcee in DC, made a surprise visit. 
Hernandez gave the rapper props on her 
YouTube entry to the Anthro & Eskupe Bars 
Dver Bullshit Contest. 

Sanchez notes Kendrick Lamar among 
his faves and enjoys the opportunity to spit 
rhymes in a studio. "It's a new thing for me," 
he says. "Dbviously, I've seen it in music 
videos and stuff like that. I knew that if I was 
going to be a rapper, I would have to be in the 
studio. It's a great experience. 

"SDY gave me that hand," he continues. 

"It helped me meet other people and know 
more about hip-hop. School-wise, it keeps 
you off the street."

They each loudly made quips about 
the smell of fresh buds that evidently had 
been popping up in the bar throughout 
the day. It was as though they were a 
gang of McGruff the Crime Bros, with 
each guessing which of the other 20 or so 
patrons in the bar had the greens. It was 
obvious they’d been at the bar for some 
time today and were getting ready to 
take the party back home.

Another McGruff kept asking the 
pretty blond bartender Jen to go with 
them to “Saddleback” after her shift 
was up. I’m assuming they meant the 
mountain ridge or the nearby college, 
not Saddleback High in SanTana, a city 
Mission Viejans have only heard about in 
crime reports or from their baby-sitters.
